Trrnoom Hiaxware Inthe Far Eset: 

By the Revd. k. ¥. Louis Froo, 8.3. 

‘The title of this work, which would appear 
to be the first of a asrics to be -issped under 
the auspices of the Zikawel Observatory, is 
distinctly misleading, As@ carefally writ 
ten monograph upon the typhoon of Septem. 
ber 10, 1895, it will be welcomed, aince it is 
founded on « sufficient number of observa- 
tiona, and in some partionlars thers are of pe- 
culierinterest. Itis unwise, however, as well 
as unscientific to seleot a single instance of 
phenomenon, and then (treating it as a type) 
to search through old records for others that 
may resemble it, This is what the author 
has done, snd it is far from surprieing that 
he bos found = oonsidérable surmber of 
typhoona presenting a mote or less close 
resemblance, Surely if we are to generalize 
at all it should be cather from tho considera, 
tion of all the available data, and a' very 
great mass of material must by this time be 
in the possession of the Zikawei Observatory. 


Inetead of attempting to handle the whole of | 


tho information collected, he assames.aa an 
eoteblished fact that typhoons pusaing ‘over 
the same districts have certain pscullarities 
in common, and proceeds: to investigate 
them. But this is not an established fact, 
and in tbe-end gy the author finds, for'of the 
seyontoon typhoous with which he deals ho 
digoovers: that only one-half conform to the 
origiaal type while tho other half follow a 
different coursd and moat probably come to an 
entirely different onding. It docs not suit 
his purpose, however, to® emphasizo this 
divergence, though we think the renson of it 
would uot be difficult to discover, especially 
if as much attention were given to the 
regions of high pressnre at the times typhoons 
prevail as is nauajly given to the regions of 
low pressure.

_ A TALK WITH SIR ANDEYW CLARKE. 


_ Po nr. presentative of the Pal! Mall Ga- ' 
sette-tie Andrew Clarke has anid :—' What 
Tm curious to know is how far.the Siamese 


we are not joining hands with the Franch 
in despoiliog-them.:. That: would be rob- 
bery. You know whenI went ap to Bang- 
kok to establiab.the then young King on 
the throne, I was ‘spproached with a viow 
to sadertaining if we would take Siam under 
our protectorate.. When the Queen was 
proclaimed Empress of India, Siam was the 
-penly indepondent native State that sont an 
embassy of congratulation. . The. Indian 
.| Government was then sounded again by the 
Siamese Regent, to see if it would take 
Siam under its wis. But our people wore 
hypnotiaed by that miserably absurd scare 
about the North-Western frontier and Rus- 
sis, At that time the Fronch would not 
have interfered. Et was juat after the 
Franco-German wor. ‘ Garnier himself told 
me that France admitted Cambodia to be 
our concern, as bslonging to our sphere of 
influcnce, not theirs; Since then, of course, 
they have beon cgged on by the Germans.’ 

‘And what do you think of the arrange- 
ment as reported i'—' Well, what I want 
to know is, have we got Kedah? That 
will complete our contro]. of the Bay of 
Bongal. Of course, beside, thoroaro the 
other Siamega . provinces: of Tringanu, 
Singorgs, Pabang, and Kelantan, but thoy 
aro by no. means su important as Kedah. 
It is of immenan impertance that we control 
the Malay Pouinsula and the route to the 
East,’ + : 

+ Ard about the coasion of. the Obiang- 
Hung terrivory, and Mong Sia to tho cat 
of the Upper Mekong ?—'That will bo of 
‘value to the French when thoy get their 
railway through the mountaius.’ 

* And as to trade now in Siam 7’—~‘ It is 
entirely in tho hands of the English, Ger- 
mans, and Chinese, many of tho Iattor 
being British aubjects born in the Straits 
and Hongkong; but the English monope- 
liso throo-fourths of. tho whole, Tha 
French bavo no-real interests in Siam. As 
Mr Curzon stated some time ago in the 
Fortnightly Review, - numerically. and 
socially they are nowhere, and their tongue 
is unknown.” I¢is, of course, not desirable 
that tho trade we have established in long 
years, and the large interests we have: built 

up, should be destroyed meroly to gratify o 
spirit of French Chauviniam.’ 

‘And which is the best worth having— 
1, | the valley of the Mekong or of the Meant ? . 
‘ The valley. of the Mokong is not extraore 
dinarily fertile at all, Its wealth, such as it 
is, is in minerals, Tho valley of tho Monam 
on the other hand is agriculturally very 
rich, produces an immonse quantity of rica 
and food of one ort and another.’ 

‘Bo that onthe whole, apart from morali- 
ty, it iso good thing, Sir Andrew, that wo 
have got hold of tho whole territory.?’— 
‘Tt is woll that wa have the whole const of 
the Bay of Bengal. Thero was-a danger 
twonty yoars ago that owing to the anarchy 
provailing in. the native States, come other 
Power ‘wight have excusa for acizing some 
point. Luckily the danger passed away, 
owing to our assenting to the prayor of the 
chiefs of the southern provinces of the 
poninsuls to be taken under our protection. 
‘That happoned when I was Governor of 
the Straits Settlements.’ 


‘SIR DONALD CURRIE ON THE BRI} 
TISH MERCANTILE MARINE, ° 


--- At- the-eleventh-anniversary—dinner—of 


the Institution of Janior Engineers at the 
Westminster Palace Hotel, London, Sir

INFLUENCE OF THQ KAISEL'S ATITIUDE, 


Farther inguiry hos been ‘made by the 
£ress Asociation into the damage reported 
to be sustained by German traders with 
England in-conacquence of the strained 
rolatious betwoen Lngland and Germany. 
Herr Ludwig Reishard, the London agont 
snd traveller of a Well-known firm in Dres- 
den, gaid :-— i acd 
‘In the course of sll my experiance I 
have never hada worse time. My apocialty 
ia fancy goods, and people who bought 
roadily this time last year won't even look 
at them now, Some German friends of 
mine who deal in articles which are usefal 
but not absolote necoasaries of life have 
had o eimilar experience, It ia not, that 
tha retail tradors are themaclvos prejadioed. 
They, of course, ‘will always buy in the 
cheapest market, but the general customera

Horr Fischer, whorepreseuts.a Berlin firm, 
oxpressed himeolf in very-muoh the same 
torms. ‘.He said: ‘Zdeal,in articles of 
underolothing which 4 short time ago com- 
manded 8 good trade-in England: Each 
articlo, in conformity with’ tho Morchandiso 
Marke Act, bears the ingcription, * Made in 
Germany,’ ond that fact bas beon sufilciont 
to spoil the best part of my bosinoss.

Ja:the north the. anti- 
Gorman fosling is more prevalent than in 
Londow,’ Herr Kesaig, 4 retired German 
merchant, who has lived in London for 
twenty-eight yoare, was next approached, 
He said: * Thoro is no donying that politics 
have boon seriously damaging my couutry- 
men throughout England. I know many 
members of the German colony in London, 
and they sre well agreed on that poin’ 

Bat politics alone ara not responsible, 
When I first came to London I found that 
English genius was mainly exercised in do~ 
veloping new markets instead of preserving 
the old, Of late, however, English traders 
have apparently been showing great zeal, 
not only in developing the now, but in re. 
cultivating the old, and it is possible that 
this ie prejadioiog tha Fatherland, ‘ How- 
ore Koenig, ‘it is a rank 
bame that we-Germans in England Id 
snffer on. account of actions of the German 
expatriated ourselves from Germany be- 
osuse wo havo more aympathy with Bnglish 
institations and. English liberty. We could 
not return—some of us—if wo wisbod, for 
we oame ‘away to avoid consoription and 
other bi#dona, I venture to say,” he added 
in conclusion, ‘that we, Anglo-Gdrmous, 
taken ap a-body, aro more opposed to.some 
of the etrange proceedings of tha Emperor 
than even the most loyal of Englishmen,’
